he first Doctor Who comic strip was 

published in Britain on pages two 

and three of TV Publication’s TV 
Comic, dated week ending 14th 
November 1964, just less thana year after 
the series’s own debut on television. Since 
then, there has been a Doctor Who strip in 
print almost continuously for twenty-eight 
and itis still going strong today. The 
strip appears to be outliving the television 
series! 

Tt has been suggested that television 
nowadays has killed the children’s comic. 
Back in the Fifties though, television was 
seen as a ready made source of material 
just waiting to be exploited in children’s 
comics. 

Sunday newspaper, The News of the 
World were first off the mark, setting up a 
separate publishing division (later to 
become TV Publications Ltd and later still 
Polystyle Publications Ltd). TV Comic 
Issue One was launched in 1951 with a 
cover date of 9th November. Muffin the 
Mule was featured on the cover and inside 
were other favourites with young children 
such as Hank, Mr Pastry and Muffin’s 
friend Peregrine the Penguin. 

At the turn of the decade, TV Comic 
began to appeal to a slightly older age 
group with the arrival of two important 
influences in the world of children’s 
television: American cartoon creators 
Hanna Barbera and British puppet-series 
producer Gerry Anderson. Huckleberry 
Hound, Supercar and Fireball XL5 were 
soon followed by a strip based upon 
another puppet series, Roberta Leigh's 
Space Patrol. It was this collection of strips 
that Doctor Who joined in 1964. 

The artist given the task of portraying 
the Doctor in comics for the very first time 
was Neville Main. Main had joined TV 
Comic more than ten years previously 
with Issue One when he had drawn Muffin 
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the Mule. Immediately prior to Doctor 
Who, Main had drawn Fireball XL5, 
bringing it to a conclusion in Issue 67: r 
the one issue before the Doctor Who s 
started, Main had filled-in with a seasonal 
tale of Guy Fawk 

TV Public: contract with the BBC 
apparently only allowed them to use the 
title of the series, the TARDIS and a 
likness of William Hartnell. To fill the gap 
created by the lack of TV companion: 
presumably also to provide sy 
identification for the young readership, 
John and Gillian were created. John and 
Gillian were immediately identified as the 
Doctor’s human grandchildren, discover- 
ing their elderly relative’s Police B 
junkyard marked only 
and not Totter’s Lane. The Doetor was 
known as Doctor Who ~ naturally! 

Main’: 
entirely suited to the action-orientated 
Doctor Who, although his rather hawkish 
interpretation of William Hartnell’s 
features was recognisably the Doctor. His 
alien creatures, unfortunately, tended to 
have a rather comical appearance and all 
looked rather imilar — particularly 
apparent in Main’s fourth strip which 
featured popular rv monsters the Zarbi. 
The Zarbi are faithfully depicted but their 
alien controllers, the Skircons, look quite 
out of plac 

The Zarbi strip, On the Web Planet, was 
the only time that the first Doctor was 
pitted against a foe from the television 
series. Perhaps the BBC (possibly 
keen to publicise the Zarbi) had offered T’ v 
Publications a good deal —it is worth noting 
that the Zarbi also featured very strongly 
in the first Doctor Who Annual which would 
have been published around the same 
time. However history has shown that the 
Zarbi were not the huge success that had 
been hoped and did not appear in either the 
television series or strip again. 


THE SECOND YEAR 


After almost a year, possibly as a result of 
its popularity, the strip was promoted to a 
full colour double-page spread on pages 
eight and nine of the comic. These pages 
had previously been the home of Space 
Patrol, written by the series’ creator, 
Roberta Leigh and illustrated by Bill Mevin 
who had also worked on Supercar for TV 
Comic and prior to that on Eagle's sister 
comic, Swift. 

Although Doctor Who moved, the artist 


did not. Neville Main instead began work 
on a new strip depicting the exploits of 
Steed and Mrs Peel in The Avengers and 
Bill Meyin inherited Doctor Who. 

Mevyin's excellent colour work added a 
whole new dimension to the Doctor's 
adventures. His likeness of Hartnell was 
far more faithful than M: —much less of 
a caricature. Mevin seemed very much at 
home creating interesting alien environ- 
ments and technology, giving the 
impiession of depth and distance by 
making the backgrounds to frames seem 
slightly out of focus. 

Tt has never been firmly established 
whether all the artists who drew TV 
Comic’s Doctor Who strip also wrote it. 
Mighty Moth creator Dick Millington, who 
later became the editor of the comic, 
joined the TV Publications staff at about 
the same time that the Doctor Who strip 
started. He is uncertain but thinks that 
Neville Main also wrote the strips that he 
drew. 


However, although Bill Mevin did on 
occasions write his own stories for other 
strips, he is today quite sure that on Doctor 
Who he was working to other people’s 
. This was also the case for Mevin's 
, John Canning, and for all 
subsequent artists who worked on the 
stp. 

After a little over six months, Bill Mevin 
was taken off Doctor Who and was replaced 
by John Canning who continued to draw 
the strip in colour on the same pages. 
Mevin cannot recall why this happened but 
his work was absent from TV Comic for 
about three months. When Doctor Who 
returned to black and white on pages two 
and three along with John Canning, Mevin 
began drawing the adventures of Orlando 
on pages eight and nine. 

Both Dick Millington and John Canning 
remember that they visited the BBC to 
watch Doctor Who being 
studio. Dick Millington recalls his visit 
which was during Patrick Troughton’s 
time as the Doctor. 

BBC Enterpris id ‘come along and 
see the new Doctor Who’ and I went along 
to the studio to see it during recording. It 
was a tiny studio and you had to stand 
against the wall so that you weren't on 
camera. Patrick Troughton had to climb 
under the TARDIS and do a repair job and 
theré were all these bits of wire. 
remember leaning against the wall and the 
camera was right above Patrick Troughton 
who was on his spot waiting, and he turned 
tome and said ‘What a bloody way to make 
a living!’” 


WORKING WITH THREE 
DOCTORS 
John Canning’s first massive unbroken 
stint on Doctor Who was to last nearly five 
's from April 1966 through to February 
71, a period spanning three Doctors. 
Canning had come to TV Comic through 
his work for the famous pre-school 
Ladybird Books, drawing the one page 
advertisement strip on the back page of 
TV Comic. His progression to other strip 
work on the comic seemed only natural. 
Canning’s first story introduced a race of 
robots who would return to the strip on 
several occasions throughout the next few 
years — the Trods! The Trods appeared to 
be a rather obvious attempt to use the 
Daleks in the strip without actually being 
Daleks and indeed they had the same 
appeal. Canning’s art was just as effective 
as Mevin’s though quite different to style. 
Canning was able to give his slightly 
eccentric characters a great sense of 


motion as if capturing them in mid-action. 

After returning to the monochrome 
world of pages two and three, Patrick 
Troughton’s features soon replaced those 
of . Almost immediately, 


the strip was extended to an 
three 


pages, the extra 
page being in full colour and on the front 
Caracal Gy be ceertin the 

can easily om the 
strip's new title, pa ene toate ihe 
but Doctor Who and the . Having 
acquired the rights to Terry Nation's 
creations, TV Publications were obviously 
keen to ride on the crest of the wave 
created by Dalekmania. 

Despite the strip’s newly acquired title, 
not every story actually featured the 
Daleks, though they were never very far 
away. It was this period that featured 
some of John Canning’s best work for 
Doctor Who. His colour covers are 
excellent, particularly when featuring the 
Daleks. Canning seemed especially 
comfortable with Patrick Troughton’s 
Doctor due to their slightly whimsical 
styles complementing one another! 
Canning though is overly modest about his: 
work on Doctor Who, claiming i it to be “just 
average-good but not special 

After just twenty-two issues and mid- 
story, the strip reverted back to its original 
title of just Doctor Who — and the Daleks 
did not appear again. Perhaps the rights to 
use the Daleks were withdrawn as a result

to its original two 
pages black and 
white format 


on pages fourteen and fifteen. 

However, this state was to last for only 
three stories when the strip moved to the 
familiar ground of pages eight and nine 
where it was once again in full colour. This 
move may have been engineered to give a 
boost to the introduction of some more of 
the Doctor's television foes — this time the 
Cybermen. TV Publications seemed keen 
to keep strong ties with the television 
series and had negotiated the rights to use 
the Cybermen as replacements for the 
Daleks. The comic strip Cybermen were 
the Mark I Cybermenas seen in The Tenth 
Planet. Perhaps Canning only had 
reference photographs from this story and 
it was these Cybermen that appeared in 
every alternate story for approximately 
the next thirty issues. 


OFF TO UNIVERSITY 


The Doctor's adventures continued for a 
further nineteen issues without unusual 
incident until Issue 872. On the planet 
Zebadee the Doctor acts on the warning of 
a fortune teller and abandons the now 
teenaged John and Gillian at the Galactic 
University. In the following instalments, 
the Doctor arrives in Scotland and 
discovers both Jamie McCrimmon and a 
Quark invasion. Jamie was to be the first of 
only a handful of television companions to 
make the transition into the strip. 

Like the Cybermen before them, the 
Quarks were used quite heavily, clashing 
with the Doctor on an almost weekly basis. 
Unlike their single appearance on 
television in The Dominators, the Quarks 
were portrayed in the strip as independent 
menaces in much the same way as the 
Daleks and Cybermen had been. No 
mention was ever made of their Dominator 
masters though the Quarks were seen to 
travel around space in saucer-shaped ships 
that fairly accurately resembled the 
Dominator’s own vessel from the 
television story. 

From Issue 881 the strip reverted once 
again to black and white, appeared on 
pages fourteen and fifteen and from Issue 
899, Jamie was removed from the strip 
without explanation. Having _ finished 
playing Jamie in the television series, it is 
possible that Frazer Hines no longer 
wanted to be associated with the character 
and withdrew permission for the use of his 
likeness. 

The Quarks made their last appearance 
in Issue 902 and the Cybermen also 
disappeared after Issue 906. From Issue 
916, it is made clear that the events in the 
strip were subsequent to events in The 
War Games as the Doctor had been exiled 
to Earth but still possessed Troughton’s 
features. 

For the remainder of his comic strip 
adventures, the Second Doctor was 
resident in a West End hotel and became 
involved in various contemporary adven- 
tures. In his final three-part story, from 
Issue 934, the Doctor investigates stories 
of apparently walking scarecrows. The 
Doctor Soon discovers that the scarec- 
rows have been animated by the Time 
Lords to carry out the second part of his 
sentence — his change of identity. As the 
strip concludes, the Doctor is abducted 
and carried into the waiting TARDIS...
